The value of the Corps to the Navy 
t >' amply demonstrated by the recruit- 
ling figures. Last year 906 cadets, 
representing 12 J per cent, of the total 
naval intake, joined the Royal Navy 
and Royal Marines, and 400 more 
joined the Merchant Navy. 

NEARLY 400 UNITS 

The present strength of the Corps 
is about 19.000 cadets in 389 units 
spread throughout the United King¬ 
dom. Some units have marine detach¬ 
ments as an integral part of Ihc unit, 
marine cadets following their own 
training curriculum. . 

Units arc run on basic naval lines 
with, for example, ceremonies of 
colours and sunset to start and end 
every parade. Ihc training syllabus 
laid down by the Admiralty is based 
oil the teaching of practical seaman¬ 
ship and boatwork. but there is plenty 
of scope for other pursuits. Units arc 
encouraged to engage in a variety of 
activities ranging from instruction in 
radio, engineering and aviation to 
swimming, rifle shooting and all forms 
of sport. Particular emphasis is placed 
on activities of an adventurous nature, 
and an increasing number of cadets are 
now earning awards under the Duke of 
Edinburgh's Award Scheme. 

THE DEEICERS AND 
INSTRUCTORS 

Finally a word about that devoted 
body of men, the Sea Cadet 
officers and instructors, without whom 
the Corps could not exist. They give 
their time and service voluntarily, 
though they do receive free uniforms 
and a uniform allowance from Ihc 
Admiralty, and they qualify for pay 
and allowances when undergoing 
courses, or when in charge of cadets 
undergoing training in H.M. ships and 
establishments. 

Officers receive temporary appoint¬ 
ments in the K.N.K. (for Sea Cadet 
Corps duly) and wear naval uniform 
with "wavy" stripes. They can enter 
between the ages of 20 and 60 as sub¬ 
lieutenants. and progress to lieutenant- 
commander. Instructors arc also 
appointed by the Admiral Command¬ 
ing Reserves; if under Ihc age of 25 
they are entered as petty officer 
instructors, over that age they become 
chief petty officer instructors. They 
wear naval uniform with a Sea Cadet 
Corps flash. 

VALUABLE NATIONAL SERVICE 

The Sea Cadet Corps officers and 
instructors can be lound in almost 
every walk of life. Previous nautical 
experience is not essential, but is 
obviously desirable. The majority of 
i the present officers and instructors 
have probably had some experience in 
either the Royal or Merchant Navy, if 
'only during the Second World War. 
Inevitably such people are gelling 
fewer and older, and it is getting in¬ 
creasingly ditltcul! to find suitable 
officers and instructors with vetoing 
experience. Ex-naval personnel can 
maintain a link with the Navy, and at 
the same time perform a valuable 
national service, by joining the Corps 
a* officers ,*r instructors, ihc Captain 
of the Noa ( add Corn*, whose address 
is Grand Buildings.
